Pasted  ai  the  First  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress.  « 

CPUBLIC— No.  108.; 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  tho  veto  power  in  the  Terri- 
tory of  Washington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hou-t  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled , That  every  bill  which  shall 
have  passed  the  Legislative  Assembly  oi  Wash- 
ington Territory  shall,  before  it  become  a law,  be 
presented  to  the  Governor.  If  he  approve  he 
shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with 
his  objections,  to  that  House  in  which  it  shall 
havo  originated,  who  ahall  enter  the  objections  at 
lafge  on  their  journal  and  proceed  to  reconsider 
it.  If  after  such  reconsideration  two-thirds  of 
that  Houso  shall  agree  to  pa«9  tho  bill,  it  shall 
be  sent,  together  with  tho  objections,  to  the  other 
House,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidored, 
and  if  approved  by  two  thirds  of  that  House  it 
9hall  become  a law.  But  in  all  such  cases  the 
votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas 
and  nays,  and  tho  names  of  tho  persons  voting  for 
and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  tho  jour- 
nal of  each  House  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall 
not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within  five  days 
(Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  havo  been  pre- 
sented to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a law,  in  like 
manner  as  if  lie  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  by  their  adjournment  prevent  its 
return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  & luw.

and  personal  property  and  eatato— part  thereof  to 
take  effort  at  hi9  death,  and  the  rosidue  at  the 
death  or  marriage  of  hi?  widow — to  a society  in- 
corporated by  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland,  by  the  name  of  “The  Superannuated 
Fund  Society  of  the  Maryland  Annual  Contcr- 
cuce,”  and  called  in  said  will  the  Superannuated 
Fund  Society  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
for  the  District  of  Murylaud;  and  whereas  it  has 
l:®en  questioned  whether  the  *aid  corporation  can 
lawfully  take  aud  hold  the  said  property,  in  vir- 
tue of  said  la«<  will,  without  the  leave  and  assent 
of  Congrcfi:  Therofore— 

Be  it  enacted  by  tnc  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  United  Stat  s of  America  in  Con 
7 res*  assembled,  That  the  assent  of  Congress  is 
hereby  given  to  all  and  every  the  aforementioned 
devises  und  bequests  unto  “The  Superannuated 
Fund  Society  of  the  Maryland  Annual  Coufei- 
once’’  aforesaid;  and  the  said  society  and  body 
corporate  is  hereby  fully  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  take  and  hold  the  said  property  and  estate 
deviled  and  bequeathed  to  it  as  atoresaid,  agree 
ably  to  the  tenor  and  provisions  of  the  s&ld  last 
will,  and  to  dispose  of  and  enjoy  tho  same  to 
every  intent  and  effect  as  if  the  said  society  had 
been  originally  incorporated  by  act  of  Congress. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  the  said 
:orporuiion  l?  hereby  empowered  to  hold  reuluucl 
personal  property  located  in  the  District  of  Col 
nubia  acquired  or  that  shall  be  acquired  by  gift, 
purchase,  devise,  or  bequest,  and  the  same  eDjoy, 
reut,  lease,  or  convey,  at  pleasure,  as  freely  as 
any  person  or  body  corporate  can  do:  Provided, 
That  tho  net  yearly  income  thereof  shall  not  ex 
ceed  twenty  thousand  dollars . 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act 
shall  take  effect  from  the  day  of  its  passage.

Be  it  enucted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congrees  assembled , That  it  may  and  shall  be  law 
ul  lor  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Of- 
ico  to  cause  the  lines  of  the  public  surveys  to  be 
•xtended  over  the  tract  of  country  known  as  the 
Kancho  Bolsa  de  Tomale9,  in  Marin  county,  Cali 
fornia,  the  claim  to  which,  by  James  D.  Gal 
oraith,  has  been  adjudged  invalid  by  tho  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  and  to  have  approved 
plats  thereof  duly  returned  to  the  proper  district 
and  office:  Provided,  That  the  actual  cost  of  such 
survey  und  platting  shall  first  be  paid  into  the 
urveying  fund  >>y  settlers,  according  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  tenth  section  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress approvod  thirtieth  of  May,  eighteen  hun 
dred  and  sixty-two,  “to  reduce  the  expenses  of 
the  survey  aud  sale  of  the  public  lands  in  the  Uni- 
ted States.” 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  after 
chc  return  of  such  approved  plat9  to  the  district 
ttfice,  it  may  and  shall  be  lawful  for  individuals, 
settlers  upon  tho  said  Rancho  Bolsa  de  Tomales, 
to  enter,  according  to  the  lines  of  the  public  sur- 
reys, at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre, 
he  land  settled  upon  by  them  to  the  extent  to 
vhich  the  same  bad  been  reduced  to  possession  at 
the  time  of  said  adjudication  of  said  Supreme 
Court,  joint  entries  being  admissible  by  cotermi 
aous  proprietors,  in  order  that  their  respective 
boundaries  may  be  adjusted  in  accordance  with 
their  several  possessions. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  claims 
within  the  purview  of  this  act  shall  be  presented 
to  the  register  and  receiver  within  twelve  months 
after  tho  return  of  such  surveys  to  tho  district 
land  office,  accompanied  by  proof  of  settlement, 
and  the  extent  to  which  the  tracts  claimed  bau 
been  reduced  into  possession  at  the  time  of  said 
adjudication  ; and  thereupon  each  case  shall  bi 
adjudged  by  tho  register  and  receiver,  undoi 
such  instructions  as  shall  be  given  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office,  to  whom 
the  proof  and  adjudication  shall  be  returned  by 
the  local  land  office,  and  no  adjudication  9hall  be 
final  until  confirmed  by  the  said  Commissioner: 
Provided,  That  the  confirmation  by  said  Commis- 
sioner shall  be  conclusive  and  final  between  coter- 
minous proprietors,  and  the  correctness  thereof 
shall  not  bo  open  to  contestation  in  any  action  at 
law  or  suit  in  equity  between  them  or  between 
parties  claiming  under  them  by  title  subsequent: 
And  provided,  further,  That  any  claim  not 
brought  before  the  register  and  receiver  within 
twelvo  months,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  barred,  and

Ratification  Meeting  in  VlcCrneken 
County. 

Paducah,  Kr. , June  22,  1854. 

To  the  Editor  Frankfort  Commonwealth  : — 

One  of  the  largest  and  most  respecta- 
ble meetings  ever  held  in  McCracken  county, 
Kentucky,  met  at  the  market  House,  in 
Paducah,  on  Tuesday,  June  21st,  to  ratify 
the  nominations  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  for  Presi- 
dent. and  Mr.  Johnson,  for  Vice  President; 
when  ou  motion,  W M DUGGER,  was 
elected  Chairman,  aud  Thomas  M.  Reed, 
was  appointed  Secretary. 

Speeches  were  made  by  Dr.  McNuit.,  and 
Lieut.  Col.  Haskell,  of  the  1 32.J  Illinois, 
now  here,  and  W.  M Dugger  Dr.  McNeil’s 
speech  was  merely  introductory  in  its  char- 
acter, but  he  made  some  good  points,  which 
raised  shouts  from  the  “uncouditionals  ‘ As 
a matter  of  course  the  uneonditionals  made 
but  little  demonstration.

certain.  Three  rousing  cheers  were  given 
for  the  oid  flag,  the  soldiers  in  the  field,  and 
Lincoln  and  Johnson  On  motion  of  Dr. 
McKinset  our  Commissary,  three  cheers 
were  given  for  Col  Haskell,  and  the  1324 
Illinois. 

Lincoln  and  Johnson  will  get  all  the 
Union  votes  in  this  part  of  Kentucky  If 
we  thought  we  would  be  believed  by  any 
body,  we  would  give  our  opinion,  as  to  how

5 That,  we  again  endorse  the  course  of 
our  Representative  in  Oongres  Hon  Lccien 
Anderson 

6.  That,  the  Union  men  of  the  United 
States  o^e  a debt  of  gratitude,  to  the  soldiers 
of  the  army  for  their  gallantry  in  battle, — 
never  equaled  by  any  soldiers  in  the  history 
of  the  world.  That,  they  will  never  he  able 
to  pay  , but  we  assure  them,  they  shall  never 
be  forgotten  by  us,  while  they  are  battling  for 
the  flag  of  our  common  country,  and  our 
glorious  old  Union.

Whereas,  The  Republican  Union  Conven- 
tion, assembled  at  Baltimore  on  the  7th  day 
of  June,  1864,  have  nominated  Abraham 
Lincoln  of  Illinois,  our  presentChief  Magis- 
trate, as  a candidate  tor  President,  and  An- 
drew. JohnsoD  of  Tennessee,  as  Vice  President, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  6th  Teunessee Cavalry, 
in  unity  of  actiou  and  purpose  here  assem- 
bled, do  recognize  and  approve  the  action  of 
the  Baltimore  Convention,  as  being  in  accor- 
dance with  our  most  sincere  wishes,  and  as 
highly  complimentary  to  us  as  Tennesseans. 

Resolved , That  being  natives  of  the  South, 
we,  of  course,  have  had  our  prejudices  in 
favor  of  the  institution  ot  slavery,  but  what- 
ever may  have  been  our  prejudices  hereto* 
fore,  we  now  announce  that  we  are  and  al 
ways  have  been  in  tavor  of  crushing  this 
wicked  and  uncalled  for  rebellion  pt  all  haz 
ards,  and  therefore  fully,  freely  and  cordial- 
ly  endorse  the  raising  ot  colored  troops,  to- 
gether  wiih  any  and  all  measures  adopted  by 
the  Government  having  for  its  object  the 
accomplishment  of  this  end,  and  if  neces- 
sary for  the  complete  restoration  of  all  our 
rights  in  the  Federal  Union,  we  say  let  “sla- 
very slide,”  and  be  numbered  with  the  things 
that  were. 

Resolved,  That  iu  the  turmoil  of  civil  war, 
Abraham  Lineoln  has  shown  capacity,  lore- 
sight  and  capability  greater  than  any  man 
of  the  age,  and  in  these  times  “which  try 
men  s souls’  he  has  maintained  an  honesty 
ot  purpose  and  action  which  commands  the 
admiration  and  suffrage  ol  all  loyal  Ameri- 
can citizens . 

Resolved,  That  Andrew  Johnson,  the  great 
iennessee  patriot  and  statesman,  has  main- 


ed  the  houor  of  all  loyal  Tennesseans,  and 
while  endeavoring  to  support  the  dignity  of 
Tennessee  by  rebuking  and  punishing  trea- 
son and  traitors,  ho  has  at  alt  times  shown 
himself  merciful  and  forbearing  to  those 
who  acknowledged  the  supremacy  of  our 
Government  by  manifesting  a disposition  to 
become  loyal  cilizeus  thereof. 

Resolved , That  we  pledge  our  lives  and 
honor  to  support  the  dignity  of  the  Govern- 
ment under  whose  flag  we  are  fighting,  and 
hope  ere  long  to  see  the  same  old  flag  wave 
proudly  and  triumphantly  over  every  foot  of 
American  soil,  and  treason dispised  and  con- 
demned, triumphant  and  happy  will  leave 
our  Government  as  wc  found  it,  pure  and  un 
defiled.

Forney’.  Last  Interview  with  John  C. 

Breckinridge. 

Forney  contributes  an  article  to  # late 
number  ot  our  Daily  Fair,  under  the  cap- 
tion of  the  two  Breckinridgee  Contrasting 
the  unfaltering  loyalty  of  Dr.  R J.  Breckin- 
ridge with  the  parrioidal  course  of  the  ne 
phew , he  says  : 

An  extraordinary  family  is  this  of  the 
Breckinridges.  They  have  all  been  lead 
ers,  either  in  politics  or  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  Fair  and  honest  in  their  dealing, 
chivalric  and  courteous  in  their  intercourse 
with  others,  it  was  reserved  for  the  rebel- 
lion to  witness  the  first  real  difference  on 
public  questions  between  themselves  The 
eldest  survivor  of  the  name,  the  Chairman 
of  the  National  Union  Conventinn  just  no- 
ticed, preserves  the  honor  of  its  progeni- 
tors, whilst  to  the  young  man  upon  whom  so 
many  hope*  were  built  when  he  entered 
Congress  in  1851,  and  was  chosen  Vice  Pres 
ident  in  1856,  driven,  let  us  believe,  more 
by  association  than  by  principle,  forgot  all 
the  examples  and  teachings  of  his  great 
uncle,  and  sword  in  hand  leads  the  embat- 
tled hosts  of  slavery.  It  is  not  difficult  to 
suppose  that  the  heroic  clergymen  feels 
the  defection  of  his  nephew  most  keenly. 
For,  let  it  be  spoken,  there  was  much  to 
love  in  John  Cabell  Breckinridge  Never 
have  I met  a man  more  adapted  by  nature, 
by  education  and  by  rearing,  to  be  a favor 
ite  among  men  and  women  He  was  the 
type  of  manly  beauty  when  1 made  his  ac- 
quaintance fourteen  years  ago  At  that 
time,  it  he  had  a conscientious  feeling,  it 
was  hatred  of  slavery,  and  both  of  us, 
“Democrats,'  as  we  were,  frequently  con- 
fessed that  it  was  a sinful  and  an  anti-Dem- 
ocratic  institution,  and  that  the  day  would 
come  when  it  must  be  peaceably  or  forcibly 
removed.  How  could  it  be  otherwise  with 
him,  with  such  a parentage  and  such  a 
schoolmaster  as  his  uncle  Robert!  But  the 
fascinating  society  of  the  Southern  mag- 
nates was  too  much  for  young  Joliu.  They 
saw  that  he  had  a bright  future.  And  hav- 
ing taken  that  one  wrong  step  he  was  too 
proud  for  retreat. 

I shall  never  forget  my  last  interview 
with  John  C.  Breckinridge.  It  was  on  the 
evening  of  the  6th  of  August,  1861,  being 
the  last  day  of  the  memorable  called  ses- 
sion which  was  assembled  on  the  4th  day  of 
July  of  that  year,  by  Presidential  procla- 
mation. Widely  as  we  had  differed,  our 
personal  relations  were  unchanged.  He 
ktipw  how  sincerely  grieved  I was  when, 
as  early  as  1858,  he  allowed  Mr.  Buchanan 
and  tho  extreme  South  to  force  him  into 
the  support  of  Lecompton  and  how  reluc 
tantly,  in  the  black  and  hitter  years  that 
succeeded.  I felt  constrained  to  denounce 
him.  In  the  called  session  lie  had  led  the 
opposition  to  Mr.  Lincoln  with  vehement, 
unjust  and  unsparing  ability  And  now  lie 
was  going  to  Kentucky  “Good  bye,”  be 
said;  ‘Good  bye”  “No,”  I said,  “not  good 
bye,  Breckinridge,  but  farewell  You  will 
never  again  take  your  seat  iu  the  United 
Slates  Senate.  lie  seemed  to  be  surprised, 
as  he  said  “What  do  you  mean  ? 1 will 

undoubtedly  return  to  my  post  in  December.” 
“No,  my  dear  sir,  you  will  follow  vonr  doc- 
trine into  the  Confederate  array  , you  will  go 
there  to  show  that  you  are  with  the  enemies 
of  your  country."  Vo  which  lie  answered, 
and  when  he  spoke  the  words  1 think  he  was 
honest  : “If  I go  over  the  lines  it  will  be  to 
bring  back  with  me  ray  runaway  son,  Cabell, 
who  has  gone  into  the  other  army  wholly 
against  my  will,  but  we  shall  meet,  if  we  live, 
iu  the  winter.”  “I  wish  it  could  be  so  ray 
friend,”  was  ray  reply  ; “but  still  1 fee!  that 
your  good  bye  will  be  a long  farewell.”  And 
this  was  the  last  of  John  C.  Breckinridge. 
His  oath  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  like  Hester  Prynne's  scarlet 
letter,  burns  an  eternal  reproach  on  the  Sen- 
ator. IUs  sword  is  with  slavery  and  rebel- 
lion 

Gen.  Giant  in  Camp. 

The  New  York  correspondent  ot  the  Bos- 
ton Journal  writes  A pastor  of  this  city 
went  out  for  the  Christian  Commission  He 
had,  of  course,  a great  desire  for  a personal 
interview  with  the  Lieut  General  But  he 
was  told  he  could  not  gain  aecess  to  him  at 
all — could  not  see  him  even  He  resolved 
to  try  With  three  friends  of  the  Commis- 
sion, lie  set  out,  found  the  tent  of  the  Gen- 
eral and  made  for  it.  Advancing  towards 
the  tront  he  at  once  saw  that  the  tent  was 
occupied  A person  sat  near  the  entrance. 
He  was  coatless,  sitting  in  bis  shirt , his  vest 
was  unbuttoned  : his  feet  were  in  slippers 
and  raised  upon  a stool  ; he  was  alone, 
reading  a newspaper  and  had  a cigar  in  his 
mouth  As  the  three  gentlemen  approached 
he  looked  up.  One  of  them  asked,  “Is  this 
Gen.  Grant’s  tent  He  somewhat  modest 
ly  replied,  “That’s  my  flame.  Will  you 
allow  three  New  York  clergymen,  soon  to 
go  home,  to  take  you  by  the  hand  ?”  “With 
the  greatest  pleasure,’  was  the  response;  “I 
am  glad  to  cee  you.  gentlemen  ; take  seats. 
“How  do  you  endure  the  campaign  ?"  was 
asked.  With  great  tenderness,  he  replied  : 
“Finely.  1 only  wish  my  men  endured  it  as 
well.”  One  of  them  said  “I  was  in  hopes 
to  have  attended  you  to  Richmond,  General, 
before  I went  home.”  To  which  Gen  Grant 
responded,  in  emphatic  tones,  looking  the 
clergymen  earnestly  in  the  eye,  “I  eicpcct  to 
go  there.”  While  the  conversation  was  go- 
ing on,  the  incessant  rattle  of  musketry  rang 
along  the  air  like  millions  of  crackers  un- 
der millions  of  barrels  on  a Fourth  of  July. 
Bang,  bang,  in  the  distance,  sounded  the 
booming  guns.  Shot  and  shell  whizzed  in 
the  air,  but  calm  and  unmoved  and  confi- 
dent sat  the  Lieutenant  General,  as  if  injtlie 
summer-house  of  his  own  home  at  Galena.

Waiting  for  Disaster. 

Mr  August  Belmont  has  announced  that 
in  deference  to  the  desire  of  a very  large 
number  of  leading  members  of  the  Conser- 
vative Union  Democratic  party,  the  meeting 
of  the  Democratic  National  Convention, 
which  was  to  be  held  on  the  4th  of  July,  is 
postponed 'to  the  29th  of  August,  and  he  is 
particular  to  say,  of  the  year  1864  Any 
other  year  would  become  it  as  well. 

JVhy  this  change  of  front  in  the  face  of 
the  enemy?  Why  does  the  Democratic 
trumpet  give  forth  an  uncertain  sound?  If 
the  Democratic  Conservative  Union  party  is 
for  peaco  and  separation,  can  it  ever  be  too 
early  to  advocate  peace?  What  is  that 
peace  doctrine  worth  which  postpones 
preaching  and  practice  for  the  battle  to  go 
on?  If  the  Democratic  Conservative  Union 
party  is  for  war,  should  it  wait  to  seo  how 
the  battle  is  going  before  it  throws  itself  in? 

This  certainly  is  a queer  position  for  the 
great  Democratic  party.  The  Republic  is 
struggling  for  existence  against  a mighty  re- 
bellion The  Democratic  party  stands  aloof 
and  waits  the  issue,  before  it  can  decide 
which  side  it  will  take.  If  the  nation  is 
successful,  the  party  wiill  declare  itself  for 
the  nation,  and  the  war  to  maintain  it.  If 
the  nation  is  defeated  in  the  present  cam- 
paign, the  Democratic  party  will  declare  it- 
self for  the  enemy,  and  for  peace  on  their 
terms.  Were  the  Convention  held  now,  the 
high  hopes  of  the  people,  and  the  power  we 
are  exhibiting  Id  the  field,  might  compel  it 
to  declare  for  supporting  the  Government  in 
the  war  But  if  postponed,  possible  military 
disaster  or  failure  may  enable  the  Conven- 
tion to  declare  for  the  enemy  and  for  peace. 
The  managers  have  postponed,  hoping  lor 
military  disaster  to  help  the  chances  of  the 
party. 

This  postponement,  and  the  reasons  on 
which  it  has  been  urged,  are  a confession 
that  the  Democratic  party  hopes  to  thrive 
upon  disaster  to  the  country,  and  that  its 
chances  will  increase  in  proportions  as  our 
armies  are  deteated,  our  soldiers  slaughtered 
without  effect  on  the  rebellion,  and  the  war 
protracted.  For  this  delay  is  admitted  by 
the  party  organs  to  be  from  no  difference 
about  men.  Deiav  would  not  settle  that  in 
the  case  of  any  of  its  candidates.  But  it  is 
a question  whether  the  party  shall  go  for 
peace  or  war;  that  is,  whether  it  shall  go  for 
the  Government  or  the  enemy  in  this  war; 
and  before  it  decides  this  question,  it  desires 
to  wait  and  see  if  military  disaster  will  not 
weaken  the  supporters  of  the  Government 
so  that  the  party  can  safely  turn  against  it. 

It  is  a plain  confession  that  the  Democrat- 
ic parly  is  speculating  upon  the  defeat  of  our 
armies,  the  slanghtgf  of  our  soldiers,  the 
protraction  of  the  war,  the  prostration  of  the 
powers  of  the  country,  and  that  its  only  hope 
for  success  is  in  the  destruction  of  the  na- 
tion— Cin.

In  the  course  of  his  speech  at  the  New 
York  Ratification  Meeting,  on  Wednesday 
eveuing,  Hon  Henry  I.  Raymond  related 
the  following  incident 

After  this  war  had  been  going  on  about  a 
year,  you  all  remember  that  the  hearts  of  a 
great  many  people  waxed  faint  al  the  pros- 
pect before  them.  Mr.  Lincoln  had  not 
shown  then  as  fully  as  he  has  done  since  his 
thorough  adaptation  to  the  crisis  upon  which 
his  lot  has  cast.  I happened  to  be  in  Wash- 
ington at  the  time,  and  heard  a remark 
made  by  one  ol  the  most  distinguished 
members  of  the  government,  (I  don’t  (eel  at 
liberty  to  call  his  name)  in  a private  circle, 
at  which  the  general  tone  of  remark  was  in 
disparagement  of  the  President  The  gen- 
tleman listened  to  the  whole  discourse,  and 
then  said  “Well,  gentlemen,  1 beg  to  make 
a remark  to  which  I suppose  you  will  not 
assent.  I suppose,’  said  he,  first,  that  you 
all  believe  that  Washington  wa . raised  up 
by  a special  Providence  to  carry  our  coun- 
try through  the  war  for  our  independence. ' 
They  all  saiJ  ‘Yes.  they  had  no  1 :- *.i  of  it.’ 
Said  he.  ‘Well,  1 have  made  it  mv  business 
to  study  the  character  ol  Abraham  Lincoln 
I have  done  it  thoroughly.  1 believe  I ap 
predate  it;  1 think  I understand  hi,  weak- 
ness and  his  strength  ; I believe  that  I know 
every  clement  that  enters  into  his  manage- 
ment of  public  questions,  and  1 tell  yon  to- 
day, as  the  result  of  that  study,  what  you 
will  not  now  believe,  but  which  you  will  be- 
lieve one  year  Irom  to  day,  and  what  the 
great  body  of  the  people  will  believe  before 
his  term  is  over,  that  Abraham  Lincoln  was 
as  truly  raised  up  to  carry  this.couniry  safely 
through  the  perils  of  this  rebellion  as  Wash- 
ington was  to  carry  us  through  our  revclu 
tion  ;’  [applause]  and  I believe  that  events 
will  justify  that  sagacious  and  just  remark.

War  News  n A Army  Items. 

Headquarters  Army  of  the  Potomac , Juno 
! 23,  F.  M. — The  attack  on  the  2d  corps  on  ' 
i Wednesday,  near  the  Weldon  road,  did  not 
result  so  disastrously  ns  at  first  supposed. 
The  lino  was  formed  by  Barlow's  division 
i being  on  the  left  of  Birnev's,  Mott  in 
I command  in  the  centre,  and  Gibbons  on  the 
right.  It  was  expected  that  the  Gth  corps 
would  have  connected  on  the  left  with  Bar- 
low,  but  there  6eemed  quite  a gap  left  into 
which  Ilill'a  corps  entered,  and,  before  our 
men  were  aware,  they  fired  a volley  from 
the  rear  which  created  a panic  in  our  ranks, 
and  caused  a rapid  retreat  to  the  rear  of  our 
division.  The  left  flank  of  the  3d  division 
was  unprotected  and  the  enemy  taking  ad- 
vantage of  it,  charged  through  and  fairly 
into  the  pits,  ordering  the  men  to  surrender. 
The  troops,  however,  left  the  trenches,  and 
tell  back  rapidly,  but  many  of  them  were 
captured,  and  quite  a number  killed.  The 
number  of  our  loss  in  prisoners  is  reported 
at  1,000,  while  some  make  the  figures  higher 
Our  loss  in  killed  and  woun  ded  is  probably 
100.  Some  of  our  officers  engaged  in  this 
fight  had  just  joined  their  commands  after 
being  exchanged,  and,  when  surrounded  and 
ordered  to  surrender,  replied  “Never;  death 
rather  than  Libby  Prison.'  And,  fighting 
their  way  out  as  best  the  could,  many  ot 
them  succeeded  in  getting  back  safe  to  our 
lines 

At  8 P.  M.  a charge  was  made  by  the  2d 
corps,  and  the  line  of  works  from  which  they 
had  been  forced  in  the  evening  was  recover- 
ed. We  lost  scarcely  a man  on  this  advance, 
as  tbe  rebels  fired  too  high.  A number  ol 
prisoners  were  taken.  Skirmishing  was  kept 
up  along  the  lilies,  the  pickets  being  at  some 
points  not  fifty  yards  apart.  At  daylight  this 
morning  an  advance  of  the  entire  line  was 
made  wl^en  it  was  found  that  the  rebels  had 
taken  a new  position  some  distance  back, 
where  they  had  thrown  up  strong  intrench- 
ments  during  the  night,  which  they  hold. 
Col.  Blarsdell,  of  tbe  11th  Mass  , was  killed 
to-day  by  a sharpshooter,  while  visiting  the 
skirmish  line.  Lieut  W H.  Child,  of  the 
45th  Penn.,  who  was  to  have  been  reinstated 
as  1st  Lieutenant,  was  shot  dead  by  a rebel 
shapshooter,  on  Thursday  evening.  Major 
Malisey,  of  the  11th  N.  J .is  missing,  and  is 
supposed  to  be  captured. 

The  5th  corps  moved  toward  the  railroad 
this  morning,  driving  the  enemy  before  them, 
and  during  the  afternoon  it  was  reported 
that  they  were  in  possession  of  the  road,  and 
arrangements  were  at  or.ee  made  to  destroy 
it.  At  5 P.  M a large  force  of  rebels  was 
Seen  moving  tow  ard  the  front  as  if  to  resist 
tbe  advance  of  the  6th  corps,  and  an  engage 
ment  in  that  direction  is  experted  to  night. 

June  23,  8 P.  M.  —Gen.  Barlow  was  march- 
ing rapidly  toward  the  Weldon  railroad  f 
Gen.  Gibbon  followed  The  troops  marched 
in  echalon  by  divisions  Major  Crownsfiehl, 
of  the  1st  Massachusetts  cavalry,  had  700 
mounted  men  of  a provisional  brigade,  com- 
posed of  detachments  from  ail  its  regiments 
and  companies,  anj  fought  the  rebels  on  the 
right  of  the  plank  road  long  after  their  am- 
munition was  exhausted,  holding  the  whole 
brigade  of  rebels  in  check  with  determined 
valor 

In  t lits  lime  the  rebels  had  succeeded  iu 
getting  between  Gibbon  and  Barlow.  They 
were  as  much  surprised  as  our  men,  but  be- 
ing the  first  to  make  a discovery  of  the  po- 
sition of  ntl'airs,  were  quick  to  take  advan 
tage  of  it.  There  was  very  little  hard  light- 
ing; they  were  fully  prepared  lor  resistance. 
The  horses  were  cut  Irom  the  battery,  and 
the  guns  spiked.  When  the  line  was  re- 
formed the  rebels  came  up  again,  and  were 
twice  repulsed  with  dreadful  loss. 

Lateen— t The  6th  corps  charged  them, 
driving  them  some  distance,  and  lorming  on 
the  left  ol  the  2d  cofps. 

Headquarters  Army  Potomac,  June  25 — 6 A. 
M — The  only  lighting  that  took  place  yes- 
terJay  was  an  attack  made  by  the  enemy  on 
Gen  Burnside;  but  whether  intended  as  a 
lei ii t to  cover  some  more  important  move,  or 
an  attempt  io  break  rbrougli  his  lines,  ii  was 
a tailurc.  They  opened  with  a heavy  fire  o! 
artillery,  which  was  returned  by  our  batter- 
ies and  tbe  rebels,  making  a charge,  were 
driven  back  in  confusion,  with  upward  of  1,- 
000  behind,  wiio  were  taken  prisoners 

This'occurred  about  8 A M . and  the  ar- 
tillery firing  was  kept  un  lor  an  hour,  when 
all  became  quiet  at  that  point  At  tbe  same 
time  a battery  opened  in  front  of  a hospital 
on  tbe  left  ot  the  5tb  corps,  which  tho  rebels 
eeemed  desirous  of  clearing  out,  but  they 
were  deterred  by  our  guns  before  any  damage 
resulted  The  engagement  between  tbo  6th 
corps  and  the  enemy  lot  the  poscseion  ot  the 
railroad  on  Wednesday  was  quito  severe, 
particularly  in  front  of  the  2d  division,  com- 
manded by  Wheat. 

Only  a short  distance  of  the  railroad  ba4 
been  destroyed  when  the  party  were  attack- 
ed  by  a heavy  force  of  the  enemy  under 
Gen  Anderson,  supported  by  Wilcox's  divis- 
ion Captain  Beatty,  of  the  3d  Vermont, 
was  in  charge  of  the  party  that  reached  the 
road,  and  he  fell  back  slowly  while  the  skir- 
mish line  held  the  enemy  in  check,  but  a 
body  of  the  enemy  made  a flank  move,  ex- 
pecting to  turn  the  lelt  flank  of  the  line  ol 
battle.  They,  however,  did  not  penetrate 
farenough,  al  . hough  they  succeeded  in  taking 
large  number  of  skirmishers  prisoners  prin- 
cipally of  the  4th  and  11  tu  Vermont 
regiments  of  the  Vermont  brigade. 
Tbe  enemy  advanced  and  attempted  to 
break  through  the  lines  at  several  joints 
but  were  met  with  such  heavy  fire  from  our 
forces  that  they  were  driven  back  every  time 
with  great  slaughter  They  finally,  at  dark, 
gave  up  tho  effort,  and  retreated  across  the 
railroad  bank,  where  they  took  up  an  ad- 
vantageous position 

Our  loss  was  very  light  in  killed  and 
wounded,  while  that  ol  the  enemy,  it.  is  sup 
posed,  was  great.  We  lost  a number  of 
prsioners,  fail  the  figures  can  not  l-e  •■..rreot- 
ly  given 

The  railroad  Irom  City  Point  to  Peters- 
burg is  being  placed  in  order,  and  an  engine 
and  cars  are  already  procured  to  put  on  it  as 
soon  ss  it  is  in  running  order.  Supplies  arc 
received  ai  the  front  regularly,  and  the 
troops  lack  nothing  in  this  respect,  though 
they  sutler  somewhat  from  a scarcity  of  wa- 
ter

Remarkable  Coincidences.  —At  Spotlsylviu.ia 
Court  House  Brigadier  General  J Henry  il. 
Walker,  of  A P.  Hill's  corps,  lost  his  foot.

state  facts  or  fals-  hoods  wc  do  not  know 
Cant.  MeFerrin  and  two  Lieiltennnts,  each 
commanding  a company  in  tho  54th  Virgin* 
ia  rebel  infantry,  on  the  20th  June,  deserted 
the  rebel  service,  and,  with  their  commands, 
came  inside  of  Gen.  Sherman's  lines,  and  sur- 
rendered themselves  as  prisoners  of  war. 
They  were  permitted  to  take  the  oath  of  al 
legiance  to  tho  Federal  Government,  and 
many  of  them  are  now  employed  as  laborers 
and  teamsters  in  our  army.  Desertions  from 
the  rebel  army  are  quite  numerous.  They  j 
come  into  our  lines  in  front  of  Atlanta  daily,  j 
and  deliver  themselves  up,  asking  to  take  l 
the  amnesty  oath  This  one  cause  alone  is 
tending  very  much  to  weaken  Johnston’s 
army. 

For  some  weeks  past  a rebel  con- 
cept camp  has  been  located  on  the  Hender- 
sonville road,  six  miles  from  Atlanta  On 
the  17th  June,  eight  hundred  of  the  con- 
scripts broke  past  the  guard  and  started  for 
Gen,  Sherman's  lines  Six  hundred  of  them 
succeeded  in  safely  crossing  the  Chattahoe 
ehie  river,  and  surrendered  themselves  to 
Federal  officers  The  other  two  hundred 
were  captured  by  tbe  rebel  cavalry.  The  six 
hundred  took  the  oath  of  amnesty,  and 
many  of  them  will  enlist  in  tbe  regiments, 
o!  our  army

In  view  of  the  great  acartitj  of  labor, 
and  the  (act  that  citizens  have  responded  60 
patriotically  nnd  nobly  fo  the  late  call  for 
six  months’  men,  I am  directed  by  His  Ex- 
cellency, the  Governor,  to  postpone  the  draft 
ordered  for  the  1 1th  instant,  expecting  every 
good  citizen  to  lend  his  aid  and  enforce  the 
following  measure  for  the  defence  of  our 
State : 

let.  That  each  Regiment  ol  Enrolled  Mi- 
litia shall  be  completely  organized,  and  so 
held  in  organization  as  provided  by  law,  that 
ii  necessity  required  they  could  be  assembled 
and  equipped  tor  duty  on  short  notice. 

2d.  That  there  be  formed  In  each  Regi  • 
mental  District  one  company  of  from  eighty- 
three  to  one  hundred  and  one  men,  aggre- 
gate, who  shall  be  mustered,  armed  and 
equipped  as  Active  Militia,  under  the  State 
Guard  law.  as  provided  for  in  tbe  seventh 
arM  following  s -ctions  of  article  sixth,  of 
the  same,  enacted  at  called  session  ol  the 
General  Assembly,  August,  1862;  and  un- 
less such  a company  ts  formed  by  volunteers- 
and  mustered  as  above  mentioned,  ttie  colo- 
nel commanding  tbe  Regimental  District  will 
be  required  to  detail  at  least  one  company  of 
the  Enrolled  Militia,  which  shall  be  called 
out  for  duty  when  required. 

All  organizations  known  as  Home  Guards

This  is  of  doubtful  expediency  it  has  been 
abundantly  shown,  in  the  course  ot  this  war, 
that  the  best  system  or  raising  troops  it  the 
old  American  system  of  volunteering.  That 
lias  never  failed  where  pieservered  in 

"The  essential  thing  to  do  is  to  offer  special 
inducement  tor  the  return  to  the  army,  of 
the  veterans  whose  terms  of  service  have  ex- 
pired, or  are  about  to  expire.  Every  o*e  of 
them  who  re  enlists  is  worth  a dozen  con- 
scripted m»n 

“The  danger  is  that  (be  sudden  discovery 
of  the  prospective  want  of  troops  will  result 
in  spasmodic  efforts  that  will  cause  a dis 
turbance  in  the  country,  largely  out  of  pro- 
portion to  the  number  of  soldiers  realized- 
Tire  general  disposition  among  Congressmen 
U to  blame  the  PresiJeut  for  all  shortcom- 
ings. It  is  possible  he  may  have  relied  too 
much  on  the  armies  already  in  the  field,  but 
the  conduct  of  Congress,  throughout  this 
session,  has  been  that  of  a convocation  of 
triflers  They  have  been  engaged  on  silly 
resolutions  and  political  patch- work,  instead 
of  going  boldly  to  work  to  provide  an  ade 
quate  revenue,  resisting  all  the  blandish- 
ments of  the  corruption  committees  repre- 
senting every  interest  on  which  an  effective 
tax  was  proposed,  and  conducting  themselvs 
as  if  they  meant  the  Government  should  be 
solvent  when  their  terms  of  office  expired. 

“If  this  had  been  the  line  of  policy  pur* 
sued,  there  would  have  been  no  difficulty  in 
providing  bounty  money  for  volunteers.

been  found  beyond  the  medicine  of  legisla- 
tion, and  the  Richmond  Congress  has  ad- 
journed without  doing  anything  to  clear  th* 
hopeless  muddle  of  the  Memrninger  paper 
works.’

public ol  Texas  In  1841  he  was  appointed 
the  regular  Bishop  of  the  diocese  of  Louis 
iana,  which  he  held,  we  believe,  up  to  the 
commencement  of  the  rebellion.  He  was 
then  commissioned  Major  General  by  Jeff. 
Davis,  his  command,  in  1861.  extending 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Arkansas  river  on 
botii  sides  of  the  Mississippi  northward  to 
tbe  limits  of  the  border  slave  Slates  His 
advance  into  Kentucky  brought  on  the  oc- 
cupation oflhe  south-western  portion  of  this 
Stats  by  Grant.  The  battle  of  Belmont 
followed,  and  Foris  Henry  and  Doneleon  fell 
while  the  department  was  under  bis  com- 
mand He  participated  in  the  battle  of 
i Shiloh,  in  Hi e operation*  at  Corinth,  and 
I wa-  with  Bragg  in  his  subsequent  movement 
through  Tennessee  and  Kentucky.

letter  from  Major  Sidell,  dated  May  27,  1864: 

“As  slaves  may  now  »nli3t,  without  ihe  con- 
sent of  their  masters,  they  are  liable,  understate 
laws,  tabs  taken  up  as  runaways,  and  lodged  in 
j&il,  when  at  large  without  proper  papers,  though 
on  their  way  to  enlist.  He  should,  therefore,  be 
provided  with  a written  [pass]  from  a Deputy 
Provost  Marshal,  or  other  regularly  appointed 
Officer  of  the  Povost  Marshal  General's  De 
ment. 

But,  if  not  fully  edisted,  and  desiring  Jo  enlist 
at  the  Headquarters  of  a District,  the  course  to 
be  pursued  should  be  as  follows:  Before  setting 

out,  he  (the  recruit)  should  apply  to  a Deputy 
Provo6t  Marshal,  or  other  regularly  appoint- 
ed officer  of  the  Provost  Marshal  General’s  De- 
partment, and  declare  his  intention  to  enlist. 
This  declaration  should  be  [attested]  by  his  sig- 
nature or  maik  on  the  back  of  the  printed  form 
of  enlistment,  under  the  head  of  “ Declaration  of 
Recruit,"  and  should  be  duly  witnessed  by  the 
said  deputy  or  officer,  and  then  be  sent  by  mail,  or 
other  safe  conveyance,  to  the  District  Headquar- 
ters to  which  the  slave  is  going  to  complete  his 
enlistment  and  muster  in.  At  the  same  time  the 
same  Deputy,  or  officer,  w ill  date  full  and  sign 
and  give  to  the  slave  a paper  stating  that  he  has 
made  his  declaration  to  enlist,  and  ts  permitted 
to  pass  to — name  the  place — Headquarters  of 
Captain  Thomas  H.  Moore,  Provost  Marshal  7th 
District  of  Kentucky, 

If  the  Deputy*  should  not  have  blank  forms  of 
enlistment,  when  the  slave  comes  to  declare  his 
intention,  he  may  make  a written  paper  to  the 
same  effect  as  that  “Declaration  of  Rcoruiton  the 
printed  Enlistment,”  and  forward  this  to  the 
Provost  Marshal  as  above  directed.  It  is  desir- 
able in  Ailing  up  such  paper,  or  the  dee'aration, 
that  the  name  of  tho  owner  and  the  county  from 
which  the  recruits  enlist,  should  be  inserted. 

If  the  master  be  present  and  consenting,  be- 
sides the  “Declaration  of  Recruit,"  tho  eonsent, 
Ac.,  printed  on  the  form  ol  enlistment  below, 
should  be  filled  up,  signed  and  witnessed.” 

I have  given  you  above  the  exact  orders  from 
Major  SiDr.LL.  You  will  take  the  prooer  steps, 
in  ease  a slave  desires  to  come  to  my  Headquar- 
ters to  enlist,  to  carry  out  the  order. 

It  is  not  intended,  by  anything  written  above, 
to  prevent  enlistments  as  usual  by  you,  when 
slaves  present  themselves  to  you  to  be  eulisted.

ture  in  reference  to  the  certain  departure  for 
that  “undiscovered  country 

There  is  a dignity  about  that  going  away 
alone,  which  we  call  dying— that  wrapping 
of  the  mantle  of  immortality  about  us;  that 
putting  aside,  with  a pale  band,  the  azure 
curtains  which  are  drawn  around  this  cradle 
ot  a world;  that  venturing  away  from  for 
the  first  time  in  our  lives;  for  we  are  not 
dead  : there  is  nothing  dead  to  speak  of  see- 
ing foreign  countries  not  laid  down  on  any 
rasp  we  know  about.  There  must  he  lovely 
lands  somewhere  starward ; for  none  ever 
return  that  go  thither  and  we  very  much 
doubt  if  any  would  if  they  could. 

A California  paper  relates  the  story  of  a 
woman,  whose  husband  had  been  killed  af- 
ter she  had  been  married  four  weeks;  in 
three  weeks  more  married  again  ; that  hus- 
band lived  two  weeks;  in  two  weeks  after  he 
died  she  married  his  brother,  and  six  months 
after  her  last  marriage,  she  gave  birth  to  a 
child  by  her  first  husband  ! 

The  following  story  is  told  of  the  late 
Duke  of  MalakolT,  better  known  as  Marshal 
Pelissier:  “Once,  during  the  wars  in  Algiers 
his  troops  were  unable  to  take  an  Arab  mud 
fort,  and  he  requested  some  of  his  men  to 
throw  him  over  the  parapets;  ‘for  then,’ 
said  he,  ‘the  company  will  surely  follow.'  It 
was  done,  and  the  fearless  example  had  the 
intended  influence.  Pelissier  was  wounded, 
but  the  fort  was  taken.”

Daviss  county,  111. , and 
formerly  an  inmate  of  Fort  Lafayette,  de- 
clared himself  in  a late  speech  opposed  to 
Gen.  McClellan’s  nomination,  for  the  rea- 
son that  under  a War  Demoratic  adminis- 
tration “the  war  would  last  twenty  years," 
while  as  matters  now  stand  he  though  it 
must  stop  before  long. 

Gen.  Grant's  Opinion  op  his  own  Situa- 
tion.— A gentleman  from  the  front  tells  the 
following  good  story  of  General  Grant  A 
visitor  to  the  army  called  upon  him,  one 
morning,  and  found  the  General  itting  in 
his  tent  smoking  and  talking  to  one  of  Ids 
staff  officers.  The  stranger  approached  the 
chieftain  and  enquired  of  him  as  follows  ; 
“General,  if  you  flank  Lee  and  get  between' 
him  and  Richmond,  will  you  not  uncover 
Washington  and  leave  it  a prey  to  the  ene 
my  ?”  Gen.  Grant,  discharge  i a cloud  of 
smoke  from  his  mouth,  indifferently  replied, 
“Yes,  I reckon  so.’  Th'e  stranger,  encour- 
aged by  a reply,  pronounced  question  number 
two  "General,  do  you  net  think  Lee  can 
detach  sufficient  force  from  his  array  to  rein- 
force Beauregard  and  overwhelm  Butler?’’ 
“Hot  a doubt  of  it.”  replied  the  General.  Be 
comiDg  fortified  hv  his  success,  the  stranger 
propounded  question  number  three,  as  fol- 
lows  “General,  is  there  not  danger  that 
Johnson  may  come  up  and  reinforce  Lee,  so 
that  the  latter  will  swing  round  and  cut  off 
your  communications,  and  seize  your  sup- 
plies?” “Very  likely,”  was  the  cool  reply  of 
the  General,  and  he  knocked  the  ashes  from 
the  end  of  his  segar.  The  stranger,  horrified 
at  the  awful  fate  about  to  befall  Gen.  Grant 
and  his  army,  made  his  exit,  and  hastened  to 
Washington  to  communicate  the  news 

Coin  and  Paper. — It  is  a rather  curious 
fact  that  the  only  coin  now  in  current  use  on 
ibis  continent  which  is  not  round,  is  the  fif- 
ty dollar  gold  pieces,  struck  from  California, 
which  is  octagonal  in  shape.  All  the  coin6  in 
Europe  are  round.  In  Japan  they  have  ob- 
long wedges  of  silver.  It  is  curious,  too, 
that  tor  many  years  money  has  been  made 
out  of  paper,  when  leather  or  cloth  would 
seen,  to  be  much  more  durable.  Yet  paper 
when  representing  coin,  lasts  a great  while, 
and  not  unfrequently  the  Bank  of  England 
receives  a note  of  extraordinary  age  and  the 
Bank  of  Bengal,  in  India,  recently  was  call- 
ed upon  to  pay  several  thousand  pounds  of 
notes  so  old  that  none  of  the  present  genera 
tioti  remembered  the  pattern. 

It  is  also  worthy  of  remark  that  gems  or 
precious  slono3  have  never  been  used  for 
money,  nor  has  pfatinum  or  any  other  metal 
taken  the  place  of  gold.  In  Africa,  a species 
of  shell  forms  the  circulating  medium,  the 
value  of  which  fluctuates  sometimes  twenty 
per  cent  a week.  But  all  civilized  countries 
have  gold  as  the  standard  of  money  value, 
and  all  other  circnlating  media  are  hut  rep- 
resentatives of  the  great  standard.  Only  the 
Hindoo  has  ever  learned  to  test  coin  accu. 
rately  by  the  hand.  Of  all  gold  coinage  that 
of  England  is  perhaps  the  most  beautiful.  A 
oew,  fresh  gold  soverign  is  probably  as 
graceful  and  attractive  a coin  as  exists. 
Next  to  it,  the  American  eagle  is  the  most 
elegant  gold  coin.  The  twenty-franc  piece 
of  the  present  kindgom  of  Italy  is  also  very 
neat.  * 

Probably  the  smallest  gold  coin  in  use  is 
the  French  flve-franc  piece,  although  a few 
half-dollar  gold  pieces  have  been  struck  off 
in  California.  At  present  there  are  current 
in  France,  in  everyday  traffic,  coins  bearing 
the  noble  face  of  the  first  Napoleon,  both  as 
Consul  and  Emperor;  the  heavy  round  heads 
of  Charles  X and  Louis  XVIII,  the  shrewd 
countenance  of  Louis  Phillippe,  and  the  fa- 
miliar features  of  the  present  Emperor  In 
some  cases  Napoleon  III,  i3  represented 
with,  and  in  other  cases  without  a laurel 
wreath. 

The  most  beautiful  silver  coinage  is  that  of 
Russia,  each  piece  being  in  itself  a work  of 
art,  so  finely  and  elaborately  is  the  die  cut 
out.  On  the  other  hand,  the  ugliest  silver 
coinage  is  that  of  the  free  city  of  Hamburg, 
each  piece  adulterated  and  poorly  cut,  is  usti 
ally  to  be  found  encrusted  with  dirt  and  filth, 
and  looking  like  a refuse  fragment  of  tin. 
The  silver  coinage  of  Germany  is  also  very 
bad.  In  Italy,  excepting  the  portions  sub- 
ject to  the  Pope  and  the  Emperor  of  Austria, 
the  franc  piece  is  taking  the  place  of  former 
coins,  though  the  local  coinage  of  the  former 
duchies  of  Parma  and  Modena,  also  retains 
in  retail  traffic  the  complicated  coins  in  use 
under  the  Bourbon  rule. 

Perhaps  the  neatest  papei  money  in  the 
world  is  that  of  Greece,  which  is  manufac- 
tured by  American  engravers  and  workmen. 
The  old  bank  currency  of  this  country  is 
Tery  often  elegant.  The  worst  and  most 
wretched  paper  money  in  the  world  is  the 
five-kreuser  note  of  Austria,  printed  on  a 
soft,  thick,  grayish  paper,  which  has  a lac- 
ulty  of  waisting  and  rubbiDg  away  like  ordi 
aary  blotting  paper
